Mexicans Emphasize Need of Halt- 
Ing Interventionists—First Session 
at New London Tomorrow. ”*

Members of the Mexican and American 
International Commission met. inform- 
ally at luncheon yesterday in the Bilt- 
more as guests of Secretary Lansing, 
preliminary to their first formal session 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock at the 
Hotel Griswold at. New London. It was 


, adjust all differences and, from the tone 

of addresses made at the luncheon, they 
are approaching their task in full confi- 
dence of a speedy settlement of all mat- 
ters in dispute. Mutual assurances of 
good-will: were exchanged among the 
members, and Secretary Lansing, in an 
address, told the commission that if 
they adopted an attitude of fair judg- 
ment and frankness the whole situation 
regarding Mexico should be settled per- 
manently, 

It was evident from the tone of all the 
Mexicans’ expressions made at. the 
luncheon that. they thought the chief 
problem was to deal effectively with 
American interventionists and the pro- 
vokers of: intervention in Mexico. Luis 
Cabrera, Chairmah of the Mexican set- 
tion of the commission, referred to the 
question of protecting the border, which 
is the main subject with which the com- 
mission is called on to deal, as part of 
the larger question of suppressing Mex- 
ican and American interventionists, He 
said, in part: 

“The Mexican Commissioners are 
working for the same thing as the 
Amierican Commissioners. The Amer- 
ican people at large want peace with 
their neighbor, and the Mexican people 
do not want war with the United States. 

“The political and social principles of 
the Democratic Party, now in control of 
the American Government, are just the 
same principles and the same ideals as 
are entertained by the Mexican Consti- 
tutionalist Government. Even the men 
trying to bring about war in the United 
States are the same enemies who try 
to bring intervention in Mexico.. We 
have to face the same enemy. Since our 
purposes are the same and the ideals of 
our Governments are the same and the 
foes to fight. are the same, it would 
seem that the conferences will have 
more the character of a co-operation 
against a common er, than of a dis- 
cussion of conflicting tendencies, and 
consequently we may be sure of suc- 
cess."’ 

The questions of withdrawing Ameri- 
can troops from Mexico and of paving 
the way for the financial rehabilitation 
of the Carranza Government were not 
touched on directl in any of the 
speeches made public after the lunch- 


eon. 

That the American Commissioners will 
not restrict their efforts to the drafting 
of a plan to protect the American bor- 
der, but, also ‘intend to bring the matter 
of safeguarding the lives and property 
of American investors in the future be- 
fore, the ¢o on; was, suggested in 
the speech by Franklin K. Lane, Secre- 
tary of the Interior, who said: 

“Our people have gone among. you in 
confidence and entered in the develop- 
ment ‘of your coun with‘an enthui- 
asm as pot as they have shown in. the 

tates. : Their lives - their 
fortunes‘ are’ sacred “to us, ad wrongs 
done to them wouud react against you 
even though the United States~- never 
raised its hand nor sent a man across 
the border; for you are to live besides 
us alwsys, and the Mexican who does 
~ wrong does.a greater wrong to Mex- 
co.”” ‘ 


Lansing -Welcomes Delegates. 
The official ‘speech of welcome was 


tending greetings to the Mexicans on 
behalf of the President, he said that this 
country ,had been inspired during the 
past three years with the desire to er- 
range in an amicable way the numerous 
questions ‘which had arisen as a result 
of the civil strife in Mexico. He con- 
tinued: ; 

‘““We have watched the pro of 
the- revolution: with anxious solicitude; 
we have tried to be fair in judgment and 
to see things from the point of view of 
those who control’ the destinies of 
Mexico; we have sought to be tient 
and to await the time when the ap- 
proach of peace and order in Mexico 
would offer favorable orportealty for 
the adjustment of our difficulties; from 
first to last we have kept our minds 
free from rancor and bitterness and 

rejudice, and have in a irit of dis- 
nterested friendliness con idently ex- 
pected that the day would come when 
the representatives of the two countries 
could meet and calmly and frankly dis- 
cuss our relations. 

“ That 
present conference is a realization of 
our expectation, and I look forward to 
its future accomplishment with assur- 
ance that it will. settle the questions 
which have been causes of irritation: Its 
success..depends in large measure—I 
think that I may say entirely—upon the 
spirit which you, commissioners of both 
governments, evince when you come to 
discuss the various phases in our re- 


ions, 

“If this spirit is one of frankness, of 
trust, of sympathy, it requires no proph- 
ét's visioi to foresee that you will suc- 
ceed; and, if you succeed, you will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that you

Border Troubles Most Important. 


**It is not my purpose to dwell upon 
the subjects which will be considered by 
the commission. The immediate subject 
and the.immediate cause of your meeting 
here today is the situation, along the in- 
ternational boundary. I believe that a 
temporary solution could be readily. 
found, but the Government of the ‘United 
States seeks a permanent, not a tempo- 
rary, settlement of the difficulty, and. I 
feel assured that the Government of 
Mexico desires nothing less. To reach 


such a settlement, one that will be last- 
ing and sure, it will be necessary to go to 
the root of the matter, to co er inter- 
national rights and duties, and to discuss 
the relation of the individual to the 
State as well as the relation of the State 
to the indiyidual, subjects fundamental to 
social order and.to the intercourse .be- 
tween enlightened governments. 

t seems to me that if you would 
reach a complete adjustment of the 
matters affecting our relations. which 
will satisfy the future as well as the 
present, you cannot avoid considering 
the personal rights and economic in- 
terests of Americans who have found 
in Mexico a field for their energies. It 
is through the consideration of such 
subjects «that seeds of future contro-

He died immediately. 

‘My husband, illiam P, Dilworth, 
was next. On Thanksgivi morning 
ten years ago he went to his store to 
open it. We were livnig in Oklahoma 

He was counting his cash 
when a man walked into the store an 
commanded him to throw up his hands. 
There never was a. Dilworth, living that 
could ever raise. his. hands above his 
shoulders, and my husband was killed 
as a result. The man who killed him 
is now serving a.life term in the. peni- 
tenttlary. 

** The only one of my htisband’s family 
now living is Richard Dilworth, a min- 
ister in Pennsylvania. . He escaped death 
by a miracle.

BOATS MADE SHELTER 
FOR 22 MAROONED MEN 


Propped Up by Rocks, They Cov- 
ered Shackleton’ s Comrades Cast 
Away on Elephant Island. 


LONDON, Tuesday, -Sept. 5.—A fuller 
report received from Lieutenant Sir 
Ernest H. Shackleton, who arrived at 
Punta Arenas, Chile, on Sunday, with 
the rescued members of his Antartic 
expedition "who had been marooned on 
Elephant Island, gives credit to Frank 
Wild, second in command of the party 
on board the lost ship, the Endurance, 
for having kept his party together in 
strength and safety under most trying 
and difficult conditions. 

Sir Ernest gives a detailed account 
by Wild telling of the appalling weather

- JAPAN, CHINA, AND MONGOLIA. 

“The interesting dettiand in Japan’s 
terms to the Chinese Gavernment for 
reparation for the row between troops 
of the ‘two rations at Chengchiatun, 
in Bastern Mongolia, last August, is 
“the granting to Japan of police rights 
In 1913 China 
recognized the autonomy of Outer 
Mongolia, Russia the suzerainty of 
China’ and that Outer Mongolia be- 
longs to China. The Mongols object 
to Chinese colonists and to the pres- 
ence of Chinese troops in. Mongolia, 
whose autonomy was guaranteed by 
the Manchu Emperors. Russia wants 
a State under her finger interposed 
between China and Siberia: She fears 
Chinese railways, military forces, eco- 
nomic intrusion. So she encouraged 
or stirred up the Mongols to rebel in 
1911. .Mongolians trained by her got 
the better of the Chinese, a Russo- 
Mongolian agreement was signed in 
1912, and in January of the neXt year 
the shadowy Dalai Lama of Tibet 
gave his approval to an independent 
Mongolia. 

The war left Mongolian _matters 
highly unsettled. In. February, 1915, 
Japan included in the famous twenty- 
orie demands exclusive mining rights 
in Eastern Mongolia, her consent be- 
fore any railroads can be built there, 
and the right of the Japanese to set- 
tle, own land, and trade. The Cheng- 
chiatun incident affords the oppor- 
tunity to ask for police rights and the 
abatement .of Chinese sovereignty in 
the vast fegions of Inner Mongolia. 
Outer Mongolia has been wrenched 
away with Russian help. Russia and 
Japan are now one in the Far East 
since the recent treaty. 

The demand for police rights is a 
revival in another place and shape of 
the Group Five of January, 1915, the 
Japanesé requests, which China was 
almost ready to go to war rather than 
grant, for the appointment of Japa- 
nese advisers, joint. control of the po- 
licé in important Chinese cities, ‘trad- 
ing Concessions; and purchase of 
munitions from Japan. 

When the war ends, other great 
Powers will expect to be consulted by 
Japan and Russia as to “territorial 
rights or special interests” claimed 
or assumed by Japan, Russia presum- 
ably with her, during the war. Mean- 
while it is fhoticéable that Japan is 
about to increase her interests in 
China by a $30,000,000 loan on her 
own hook.

MR. WILSON ON MR. LINCOLN. 

It is a charming little piece of 
literature, admirable either as an 
essay or as a spéech, which Mr. Wr1- 
son delivered in Kentucky yesterday. 
To say anything new about Mr. 
LINCOLN is almost out of the question; 
and in much that has been sdid ap- 
pears a sort of mythology, the Lincoln 
legend, for a legend crystalHzes around 
every great, salient character of uni- 
versal vogue. At the Lincoln home- 
stead, the log cabin which is accepted, 
on sound historical ground or not, as 
the place of LincoLn’s beginnings, Mr. 
Witson more than once displayed his 
talent of concise expression. “ Genius 
“igs no snob. It does’ not ‘run. after 
“titles or seek by preference the high 
“circles of society.” There is an 
Emersonian flavor to that. ‘Not that 
it is transcendental. It is plain matter 
of fact. , ; 

In London, the political “capital, 
Society retains. still from the prime of 
the territorial magnates a strong po- 
litical interest and influence, which 
likely enough will be weakened in the 
social and financial dislocations of the 
war. Great ladies have played a not 
mérely ornamental part in the politi- 
eal game. The growth of democracy 
and the gradual submergence of the 
aristocratic beneath the plutocratic 
classes have reduced the social-politi- 
cal power; but it-.survives. A society 

hospitable to all talents, frequented 
by the chief ‘figures of the time, is 
naturally attractive and often useful 
to ambitious young men. In the United 
States, where the political and the 
commercial capitals are divorced, 
where society is decentralized, where 
it.is largely the tedious play of:the 
rich, what is there in it to invite the 
man of talent?’ It dawdles sometimes 
in an amateur way with politics, and 
various “questions” and uplifts, but 
nobody tales it seriously. The dis-

If Mr. Liwconn’s spirit was_lonely, 
at ‘least it was eminently social and 
gociable, corfecting melancholy -with 
humor, and absorbing gayety and 
‘wisdom from others, patient of in- 
trusion, never losing its perception of 
public sentiment, communicative. as 
well as self-reticent, supported by con-. 
stant and multilateral intercourse with 
its fellows. A sense of isolation atid 
loneliness is probably felt at times by 
every thoughtful man. Mr. LincoLtn 
never allowed the habit of thought or 
the feeling of loneliness, if he had It, 
to diminish his social ang gregarioug 
needs. .Did he make “ genial efforts 
at comradeship"? The curious will 
see in Mr. Witson’s “holy and very 
terrible isolation” a pathetic admis- 
sion of his own sensitiveness and con- 
stitutional shyness, his introspective 
habit, qualities that keep his -worthy 
exercise of the greatest responsibilities 
from being alleviated by “fully com- 
muning” with many.

‘ GREECE IN THE WAR. 

In acceding té the demands of the 
Entente Allies, published yesterday, 
Greece will be at war with the Cen- 
tral Allies whether she declares it or 
hot. To give the enemies of Germany 
control of the mails and telegraphs; 
cluding the wireless system; to expel 
from Greek soll German agents indi- 
cated by the Entente; these are acts 
of unneutrality, practically acts of 

ar, against Germany, Austria, and 
Bulgaria. When the Greek Govern- 
ment issues its belated declaration of 
war it will be a declaration after the 
event. 

Greece must enter the war; it is the 
only way she can save herself now. 
Unfortunately for her, she will enter 
it without dignity or honor. She will 
have been taken by the back of the 
neck and thrown into it. And. yet 
Greece is not the object of the scorn 
and ridicule which might be expected 
to be the portion of a nation in such 
a plight. The reason is that Greece 
herself is so plainly not guilty. She 
is the Greece of VENIZELOs, not the 
Greece of CONSTANTINE. Her- oppor- 
tunities for self-expression have been 
limited, but she has made use of them 
all to show where her desires lie. It 
is not the Greek people, but Con- 
STANTINE, who has brought her to 
this pass. The elections were Veni- 
selist, but ConsTANTINE overruled the 
will of the people and kept his coun- 
try passive and leaning to the wrong 
side—the wrong side from the stand- 
point of Greece's interests, Greece’s 
future, even Greece's safety. 

The Greek people did everything 
they could short of rebellion to show 
their desire for a different policy, and 
now they have thrown down even that 
last card. ‘The ignoble part their 
country has been forced to play is not 
their fault. This ig the reason why 
there are. so few harsh words for 
them, a people betrayed, misrepresent- 
ed, and misied,. The policy of cow- 
ardice ‘has once again been proved to 
lead not to peace, but to disaster. 
But the policy of cowardice was not, 
never was, the policy of Greece. She 
is forced into the war she would 
have entered with dignity if her King 
had not nullified her will. ConsTan- 
Tine himself is not a coward; he 
adopted the policy of cowardice be- 
cause he thought it was sagacious, far- 
seeing, cunning. VENIZELOs, who 
counseled the straightforward and 
evident path, was the statesman; the 
man who looked so far ahead, the man 
with the intricate mind, was so super- 
humanly sagacious that he committed 
his kingdom to the path of dishonor! +, 
and of perti. And his country. is pay- 
ing for hig blunder,

If 
the German-Americans of St. Louis 
were offended, it must have been sole- 
ly by the “ vehemence ” of his manner. 
They will have no quarrel with him. 


“| They all favor this firm maintenance 


of American’ rights; the only differ- 
ence between them and, for example, 
Mr, Bacon is that they differ widely in 
the interpretation. Senator Gore is in 
favor of the firm maintenance of the 
American right to stay off liners.

NEGRO MIGRATION. 

The shortage of laborers through 
the decrease of something like a mill- 
ion in immigration is reflected in a 
migration of negroes in this country 
of considerable proportions. The 
Pennsylvania Railway alone has pro- 
vided itself with over 4,000 negro 
laborers, over 3,000 having arrived on 
a single train of six sections but a 
few days ago. In Savannah New 
York agents seeking negro laborers 
were arrested, and an attempt was 
made to apply the law of Georgia 


against sending labor out of the State, 


The negroes departed, nevertheless, in 
bands of twenty or so, mostly stu- 
dents from the Southern colleges 
seeking work in the Connecticut to- 
bacco fields. The movement gained 
such proportions that the Mayor of 
Savannah called a conference upon 
the subject. In Florida influential 
citizens appealed to negro leaders to 
discourage the migration of their as- 
sociates, and the press was appealed 
to for help. 

The New’ York Age, a newspaper 
muth read among negroes, naturally 
contends for the right of the race to 
better its condition industrially by 
filling the positions left vacant by the 
adrift of labor into the munitions 
trade.
